Twenty-Three 
Republicans 
Vote 


Against the Senatorial Apportion- 


ment Scheme — Congressional 


Apportionment Not Voted On. 


Springfleld, 111., June 5.—The regular 


session of tbe fortieth general assembly 
came to a close last night Tbe house 
was in sesa'on with only two short re- 
cesses from 9 o'clock In tbe morning to 
long after midnlgdt. It was a busy, 
uolsy.Moiting day. Aside from the Allen 
street railway bill, tbe anti department 
store bill and tbe senatorial apportion- 
ment mrasure, bills were disposed of with 
comparatively little debate 
It was a day 


of monotonous roll calls. 


Great interest was manifested by tbe 


public in the evening sessions of both 
hanses 
Tbe galleries were flljed^and all 


available space on the floors was occupied. 
The spectators ware largely women, And 
most of them remained until tbe small 
hour? of tbe morning. At 0:30 tbe clock 
in tbe bouse was turned back an hour, 
Tbh waa ominous It meant tbat tbe sen 
sion would last at least until after 13 
o clock 
At 11 the bands were given an 


other backward turn of half an hour. 
Tho voices of the regular clerks gave out 
and their places were filled by volunteers 
from among tbe member*. The chair 
was occupied during the evening by Mr. 
Cochran 


All hope of a reapportionment of the 


state at tbe present session disappeared 
early last evening with the defeat of tbe 
senatorial apportionment bill, by a vote 
of 55 yeas to 85 nays. This was done at 
tbe conclusion of a long debate led off by-l 
Merrmm (Rep.) who declired tbat tbe bill 
did not comply with tbe requirements of 
the constitution, and that it was unfair. 
Other speeches against the bill were made 
by Kowo, Metcalf, Bryan and 
Blckner. 


Allen of Vermilion, made a strong plea 
for the bill 
When the roll was called on 


tbe passage of the bill, tbe Republican 
side went to pieces

This settled the fate not only of tbe 


senatorial bill, but also of tbe congres- 
sional apportionment bill. It"waa at onoe 
decided not to attempt to pass the latter 
measure. 


Governor Tanner says 
"I am, of 


course, disappointed at the failure of the 
legislature to pass apportionment bills. 
Howeier, the legislature is responsible to 
tbe people for its conduct and I bave no 
criticism to offer. 
I have no thought of 


calling an extra session for tbe passing of 
apportionment bills." 


The Alien street railway bill as amend- 


ed by tbe'senate now looks only tbe gov- 
ernor's signature to make It a law. Tbe 
bill was passed by tbe senate by1 a vote of 
33 to 13, and tbe amendments were con- 
curred m by the bouse by a vote of 88 to 
70 Ibe bill ig not a radical measure, 
acd will no doubt be signed by Governor 
lancer Its chief provision Is tbat which 
allows the common councils of cities to 
extend existing franchises for fifty years 
instead of twenty year*. The whole mat- 
ter of tbe granting of franchises and the 
regulation of street railways Is left to tbe 
common council. 


Tbe defeat of tbe reapportionment bills 


Is due to the fact tbat there was'too much 
Cook county maohinejn it, and too muuh 
interference from state office holders. If 
there had been less Tommy the promiser, 
and lues Pease, and less Hertz, and less 
Larimer and less state office holders, the 
bin would have gotten through. The 
men who fought this bill were never eon- 
raited as to its provisions. Col. Bryan 
stated in an open, manly way why he was 
opposed to It.
